Diplomatic Gambie 
If you are a garden-variety American with 
the usual misgivings about America’s allies, 
the visit to Moscow and Peiping by a group 
of Brit sh Laborites has 
raised 
your 
blood 
pressure. It looks to you like a gesture of 
cynical contempt for Am *'ican ideas—a kick 
in the teeth for Anglo-American understand ing. 
You can be sure that if a group of Americans 
belonging to the minority party staged such a 
junket they wouldn’t need to take the trouble 
to come back home; their 
political 
careers 
would be ruined. But there are some differ­ 
ences between the United States and Britan 
in a matter of this kind that should be noted. 
In Britain, with a parliamentary system of 
government, the members of the minority party 
do not share responsibility for public policy un­ 
less they are part of a coalition cabinet. The 
Labor party in this instance is on its own. 
Moreover, it is split over the issue of “co­ 
ex istence’* inside its own ranks. 
The labor faction represented by the junket 
to Moscow and Peiping is gambling on the 
same possibility that has intrigued Prime Min­

The raw record contained some two million 
words filling 7,424 pages. An ordinary novel 
contains about 300 pages and less than 100.000 
words. It was necessary to condense the raw 
record before the subcommittee conducting the 
inquiry could study it with a view to making 
a report. 
A condensation was attempted by Ray Jen­ 
kins, the subcomm'ttee counsel. He emerged 
with a version containing 112.500 words on 450 
pages—still too much for the subcommittee to 
handle. The Jenkins version then was turned 
over to Dorothy Schaffter of the Library of 
Congress, who boiled it down over last weekend 
to 20,000 words on 77 pages- This proved to be 
of manageable size, and the subcommittee be­ 
latedly began to write a report. 
As anyone who has kept track of The con­ 
gressional Record for a few days can testify, 
the most direct threat to representative dem­ 
ocracy is a plethora of words. Freedom de­ 
pends on an understand ng of issues that is 
impossible when issues are concealed by many 
words instead of revealed bv a few.

Source of Public Corruption 
In the first important disclosure of w holes^, 
corruption since the departure of the Truman 
administration from Washington, a familiar pat­ 
tern reappears. 
Private enterprise, having found an opportun­ 
ity to raid the public treasury by taking ad­ 
vantage of the Federal Housing Administration, 
made off with many millions of dollars before 
discovery. 
Whether or not the pattern of corruption in 
this case included a payoff to public officials 
is indeterminate. It also is relatively unim­ 
portant The payoff to officials who could stop 
corrupt practices if they were not paid off 
usually is peanuts, comparatively speaking. The 
big money is pocketed by the private interests 
which protect themselves against disclosure by 
paying off the public officials they cannot hood­ 
wink or intimidate. 
Apparently in the FHA treasury-raiding, there 
had been dirty work going on so long—all the 
way back to the early days of this public 
agency—that it had taken all this time for the 
Eisenhower administration to learn about it. It 
may turn out that the corruption went back to 
the very’ beginning 
The source of public corruption is not in the 
lack of ethics in one administration as com­ 
pared with the presence of êthics in another 
administration. 
The source is the perennial temptation to 
mulct the public. Good officials fight it to the 
limit of their ability and hold it at bay. Bad 
officials either look the other way or “go on 
the take" to keep their mouths shut. But it is 
the ex ception and not the rule for public of­ 
ficials. themselves, to initiate corruption.
